VICTORIA, Oct. 14—Reduction in 
the Canadian duty on liquor to the 
extent of $2 a galion and a similar 
cut in the excise tax on domestic 


liquors, hailed as one result of the 
impending operation of the Anglo- 
Canadian trade treaty, will restore 
operations of the liquor control 
| board to the basis held before the 
| increase in Fereal taxation on liquor 
lest April, it was learned at the 
legislative buildings. There will be 
ho excess profits, however, and 
therefore nothing to pass on to the 
consumer, officials stated 

Attorney General R. H. Pooley 
explained the liquor control board 
had been taking a reduction in its 
profit on liquor equivalent to thirty 
jcents a bottle on Scotch ever since 
|April 7 7 last, when the new domin- 
ion imposts went on. The differ- 
ence between the former taxation 
and the new was absorbed in part 
by the board without change in 
price to the consumer 

If the trade treaty operates as 
expected to reduce import duties 
end excise taxation on d tic 
brands, it will restore the board its 
percentage of profit prior to April, 
but will add no additional benefits 


Tariff Effect On
